Odly learned men doo wepte and 

publiſh bokes to p2ofit the age in 

which they do lyue, and the poſteri⸗ 
tie. This defire was in the Authour of 
this treatiſe Paiſter lohn Bradford, wha 
was the Pꝛeacher and publiſher of thys 
Sermon of repentaunce , "and now,to the 
ende that we which do lpue in earth after 
him, and are the poſteritie, may take as 
much oz moze p2ofit by it then they dyd, 
to and foꝛ whom in his lyfe tyme he dyd 
both peach and publiſh it, the ſame hys 
labour is by new empzintyng publiſhed 
againe, Nothing is added to thys Ser⸗ 
mon,o2 altered in it: onely to the ſermon 
of repentaunce befoze pꝛinted, is added an 
other Sermon of the Loꝛds ſupper, which 
he alſo made, and was neuer pzinted be- 
foze. And aptly ſhalt thou ſe, god Rea- 
der, theſe tins Sermons iopned together. 
Foꝛ in diligent peruſing of the laſt, thou 
halt ſee how neceſſarely he dꝛaweth the 
doctrine of repentaunce to them al, which 
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do with due pꝛeparation receine the holy 
Sacrament of Chzift. J doo not knowe | 
which of the Sermons J ſhoulde moſt 
pꝛayſe. I with that by reading both, thou 
mapeſt make thy great pzofite , In both 
theſe Sermons thou ſhalt reade Bradford 
pꝛeaching repentance with his own pen. 
They are counted the moſt p2ofitable | 
Teachers, which haue them ſelues good 
experience by pꝛactiſe in them ſelues, ok 
that which they doo teach to others : ſuch | 
Phil, 3. 7 48 may ſafely ſay, Brethren be ye folowers 
of me, and looke on them which vrallce ſo 
as ye haue vs for an example. And ſurely 
ſuch a paterne was Pailter Bradford in 
his lyfe tyme, of this doctrine of repen⸗ 
taunce which in both theſe Sermons he 
teacheth, that which did know him fas | 
miliarlpe, muſt needes geue to God this 
ee foz hym , that among men J haue 
carcelye knowen one lpke vnto hym . | 
J dyd knowe when, and partlye howe 
it pleaſed God by effectuall callyng to | 
furne his hart vnto the true knowledge 
and obedtence of the moſt holy Goſpell of | 
Chꝛiſt our Sauiour. Df which God dyd 
geue him ſuch anheauenly hold and 2 | 
Lug 
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feeling, chat as he did then know that mas 
nyſynnes were fozgeuen him: ſo ſurely 
he declared by deedes that he loued much. 
Foz where he had both giftes and calling 
to haue employed him ſelfe in ciuiil and 
- wozldly affaires p2ofitably, ſuch was his 

lone of Chꝛiſt, and zeale to the pꝛomoting 
of his gloztous Goſpell , that he chaunged 
not onely the courſe of his fo2mer lyfe, as 
the woman dyd. Lulce. /. but euen his fo2- 
mer ſtudp, as Paule dyd chaunge his fo2- 
mer pꝛofeſſion and ſkudy, 

Touching the firſt, after that God tou⸗ 
ched his hart with that holy and effectuall 
calling, he ſold his chapnes, rynges, bꝛo⸗ 
ches, and iuels of gold which befoꝛe he v- 


ſed to weare, and dpd beſtow the pꝛice of 


this his fozmer vanitie in the neceſſarye 
reltefe of Chziffes phꝛe members, which 
he could heare of oz fynde lying ſicke 902 
pining in pouertie. Touching the ſecond, 
he ſo declared his great ʒeale and loue to 
pꝛomote the glozy ofthe loꝛd Jeſus, whole 
geodnes and ſauing health he had taſted, 
that to do the ſame moꝛe pithely, he chau- 
ged his ſtudye, and beyng in the inner 
Temple in London at the ſtudyc of the

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common lawes,he went to Cambzidge to 
ſtudy Diuinitie, where he heard D. Mar 
tin Bucer diligentlp, and was right fas ; 
milyar and deare vnto hym . In thys 
godly courſe he dyd by Gods bleſſpng ſo. 
pꝛoſit, that that bleſſed Party2 D. Ridley 
then Biſhop of London dyd as it were 
inutte hym and hys godlye Companion 
Maiſter J homas Horton to become fel 
lowes of Penbꝛoke hall in Cambzydge: | 
And afterwardes the ſayd D. Rydley cal 
led our Bradford to London, gaue hym a 
Pꝛebend in Paules church, lodged hum 
in his own houſe there, and ſet hym on 
.wozke in pzeaching, And beſides often 
pzeachyng in London, and at Paules | 
croſſe,and ſundzy places in the countrey, | 
and ſpecially in Lattkeſhire, he pꝛeached 
befoze Kyng Edward the ſixt, in the Lent | 
the laſt yeare of his rapgne, vpon the ſe⸗ 
cond Pſalme, and there in one Sermon, 
ſhewing the tokens of Gods iudgement | 
at handfoz the contempt of the Goſpell, | 
as that certayne Gentlemen vpon the 
Sabboth dap, going in a whirry to Pa⸗ 
ris garden to the Bearebapting, were 
dzowned; and that a Dog was met at 


1ud- 
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Ludgate carping a piece of a dead chylde 
in his mouth, he with a mighty and pꝛo⸗ 
pheticall ſpirite, ſayd : J ſummon pou 
all, euen euerp mothers chylde of pou, to 
the tudgement of God, foz it is at hand: 
as it followed ſhoztly after in the death 
ofiyng Edward. In which ſtate and las 
bour of pꝛeaching he continued tylk the 
cruetty of the Papiſtes cut him of; fo as 
thou mapeſt reade in the hiſfo2ye of hys 
lyfe and death, compiled by that faythfull 
fernamunt of the Loꝛd Jeſus M. lohn Fox, 
An deede he had many pulbackes , but 
Gad ftyll helped fo: wars his choſen ſer- 
uit in that trade of iyfe to y which he had 
called hym: in which he ran fozward ſo 
happelp, that he did outrunne me x other 
hys companions , Foz it pleaſed God 
with great ſperde to make hym ready and 
ripe to martyꝛdome: in which thzough 
Chzil he hath now gapned the crowne 
of tyre. But in all tops and ſtapes hee 
was much helped foꝛ ward by a continual 
meditation and pꝛactiſe of repentaunce 
and fayth in Chziſt, in which hee was 
kept by Gods grace,notably exerciſed all 
the dayes of his tyfe,Euen in this meane 
8. 5 A. iiij. time 
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time he heard a Sermon which that nos 
ble, Þzeacher Maiſter Latimer made bee. | 
faze Hing Edward the ft, in which he did 
carndtly ſpeake af reſtitutid to be ary | 
of thinges falſely gotten : whych dyd ſo 
ſtrike Bradford to the hart foz one Laſh 

with a pen which he had made without 
the knowledge of his Maiſter (as full ofs 
ten I haue heard him confeſſe with plen⸗ 
tie of teares) beyng Clarke to the Treas. | 
ſurer of the Bynges campe beyonde the 
ſeas,t was to the deceiuing of the Ring, 
that he could neuer be quiet tyll by the 
uduiſe of the ſame aiſter Latimer a rey, | 
fiifuttou was made. Which-thyng- ta, 
bꝛing to paſſe he did wyllingly fajbeare 
and fozgoe all the pꝛiuate and 5 2. 
patrimonie which he had in earty , I 
all bzibers & polyng officers, which get 181 
them ſelues great reuenues in earth by 
ſach ſlippery ſhiftes, lolow this eren 
left in taking aj contrarye courſe „then 
tale a contrary waye , and neuer come 
where Bradford nom is. 

But beſtdes this, our Bradford had his 
daylp exerciſes aud pzactiſes of repens 
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ſelle a Cataloge of all the groſſeſt æ moſt 
enoꝛnie ſynnes which in his lyfe of igno⸗ 
rance he had committed, and to lay the 
ſame befoze his epes when hee went to 
pꝛiuate p2aier, that by the ſight and res 
membꝛance of them, he might be ſtirred 
bp to offer to God the ſacrifice of a cons 
trite hart, ſeske aſſurance of ſaluation in 
Ch iſt by faith, thanke God foz his cal⸗ 
ling from the waies of wickednes, and 
pꝛape fo2 cncreaſe of grace to bee cons 
ducted in holy lyfe acceptable and pleas 
ling to God. Such a continuall ecerciſe 
ol cõſcience he had in pꝛiuate pꝛaper, that 
be did not count him ſelfe to haue pꝛaped 
to his contentation, vnleſle in it hee had 
telf in wardlye ſome ſ\myfing of hart foz 
ſynne; and ſome healyng of that wound 
by fayth,feling p ſauing health of Chziſt, 
with lome chaunge of mynde into the de⸗ 
teſtation of ſpnne and loue of obeying 
the-god. wall of God, Which thinges do 
require that inward entring into the ſe⸗ 
tet parler of our hartes, of which Chꝛiſt 
ſpeaheth,andis that ſmiting of. the bzeff 

which is noted in the Publicane Math., 6. 
and in the lame to the which the Plal 
milt 
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miſt exhoꝛteth thoſe men loſe in ſpnne 
Pſalme. 4.5. Tremble ye and ſynne not: 
ſpeake in your ſelues, that is, enter in 
to an accompt with pour ſelnes, when | 
you are on your couches,fhat is, when ye 
are ſolitary and alone, and be quiet or {1s | 
lent, that is, when ye haue thus ſecretly 
and dæpelys conſidered of your caſe and 
dealing, ve ſhall ceaſe to thinke, ſpeake, | 
and do wickedlyp , Without ſuche an in⸗ 
ward exerciſe of pꝛaier our Bradford dyd 
not p2ay to his fall confentation , as aps 
peared by this: Be vſed in the mo2nypng | 
to go to the common p2ayer in the Col- | 
tedge where he was, and after that he v- 
ſed to make ſome pꝛaier with his Pupils | 
in his chamber. But not content wyth 
this, he then repaired to his own ſecrete 
pꝛaier, and exerciſe in pꝛaier by him ſelf, 
as one that had not pet pꝛaied to his own 
mynde . Fs2 he was wont to ſay ts hys 
familiars: J haue pꝛaped with my Puy 
pils. but A haus not pet pꝛaped with mx 
ſelfe . Let thoſe ſecure men marke this 
well, which pꝛay without touch of bꝛeſt, 
as the Phariſey dyd: and ſo that they 
haue ſayd an 92dinary pꝛaier, oz heard a | 
com 
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common courſe of pꝛaier, they think they 
haue pꝛaped well, and as the terme is, 
they haue ſerued God well, though they 
neuer feele ſtyng fo2 ſynne, taſte of gro⸗ 
ning oꝛ bꝛoken hart,noz of the ſwete ſa« 
ning health of Chꝛiſt, thereby to be mo⸗ 
ued to offer. the ſacrifice of thankes ge⸗ 
ning: no2 chaunge o2 renuing of mynde, 
but as they came ſecure in ſynne x ſenſe 
les, ſo they do depart without any chaũge 
oꝛ affecting of the hart: Which is even 
the cradle in which Satan rocketh the 
ſpnnes of this age a ſlepe, who thinke 
they do ſerue God in theſe curſozy pꝛap⸗ 
ers made onely of cuſtome, when thep2 
hart 1s as farre from God as was the 
bart of the Phariſey, Let vs learne by 
Bradfordes prample to pꝛay better, that 
is, with the hart, and not with the lyps a⸗ 
lone: Quia Deus non vocis ſed cordis au- 
ditor eſt, as Cyprian ſaith, th at is, becauſe 
God is the hearer of the hart, and not of 
the voyce, that is to ſap, not of the voyce 
alone wythout the hart, fo2 that is but 
lyp labour. This conſcience of: ſyn and 
exerciſe in pꝛaper had Bradford, cleane 
contrary to that curſed cuſtome of thoſe 

graces 
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graceles men, which do iop to make large 
and long accompts of their lewdnes and 
glozp therein, ſo feeding their delightes 
with their lyues paſſed , as the Dog re⸗ 
turneth to ſmell to his caſt goꝛzge, and the 
hozſe to hys dung: ſuch as the Prophet 
Eſay 3.9. ſapth: They declare their ſyns as 
Sodome, they hide them not, wo be to their 
ſoules. At goeth with them as in þ daies 
of Jeremiah it went with thoſe, lere. 3.3 
Thou haddeſt a whores forehead: Thon 
wouldeſt not be aſhamed, God theſe 
men better grace, els let them de durrs | 
they ſhal find wo wo to their very ſaules. 
An other of his exerciſes was this: He 
vſed to make_vnto hm ſelfe an Ephe- | 
meris 02 à Journal, in which bee vſed 
to wꝛite all ſuch notable things as either 
bee dpd ſc oz heare eche day that paſſed. ' 
But᷑ what ſo euer he did heare oz ſe& , he 
did ſo pen it, that a man might ſe in that 
boke the ſignes of his ſmittea hart. Foz 
if he did ſee 02 heare any gadinany man, 
by that ſight he found t noted the want 
thereof in hym ſelle, and added a ſhozt 
p2ayer ,craupng mercye and grace fo as. 
mende. Ak he dyd heare oz (& any plague : 
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oz miſerp, he noted it as a thing pꝛocured 
by his own ſyns, and ſtyl added: Domme 
miſerere mei, Lord haue mercy vpon me, 
De vſcd in the ſame booke to note ſuch 
euyll thoughtes as did rpſe in him, as of 
enuying the.good of other men,thoughts 
of vnthankfulnes,of not conſidering God 
in his woꝛkes, ef hardnes and vnſenſible- 
- nesof hart when he dpd [& other moued 
+ -andaffected, And thus he made to him 
ſelfe and of him ſelfe a boke of dayly pꝛac⸗ 
tiſes of repentance. 

Beſpdes this, they which were kami⸗ 
liar with him, might ſee how he being in 
their company , vſed to fall often into a 
ſodai ne and deepe meditation, in which he 
would ſpt wyth fixed countenaunce and 
ſpirite moued, pet ſpeakpng nothing a 
good ſpace . And ſome times in this ſilent 
ſytting, plentpe of teares fhould trickle 
downe his chekes, Dome time he would 
(yt in it, and come out of it with a ſmy- 
ling countenaunce. Often times haue F 
ſytten at dinner and ſupper with hym in 
the houſe of that godly harbourer of ma⸗ 
nye Pꝛeachers and Seruauntes of the 
X.02d Jelus, à meane Paiſter Ellyngs 
hen 
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when either by occaſion, of talke had, 03 
of ſome view of Gods benefites pꝛeſent, 
o2 ſome inward cogitation and thought 
ok his own, he hath fallen into theſe deepe 
cogitatisns, and he would tell me in the 
ende ſuch diſcourſes of them, that I dyd 
perteiue that ſome times his teares trick 
led out of his epes, as well foz ioy as fo; 
ſozrow. Neyther was he onelye ſuch a 
p2actiſer ofrepentance in him ſelfe, but a 
continuall pꝛouoker of others thereunto, 
not onely in publike pꝛeaching, but alſo 
in pꝛiuate conference and company. F03 
in all companies where he dyd come, he 
would freely repꝛoue any ſynne and myſ- 
behautour which appeared in any pars 
ſon, eſpecially ſwearers, filthy talkers, 
and Popilh pꝛaters. uch neuer depars | 
ted out of his company vnrepꝛoued. And 
this he did with ſuch a diuine grace and 
Chꝛiſtian maieſtie, that euer he ſtopped 
the mouthes of the gapnſapers: Foz he 
ſpake with power, and pet ſo ſwetely, 
that they might ſee their eupll to be eupll 
and hurtfull vnto them, and vnder ſtand 
that it was god in deede to the which hs. 
laboured to dzaw them in God, Jn 
0 5 
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To be ſhozt, as his lyfe was, ſuch was 
bis death. Mis life was a pꝛadiſe, an ex⸗ 
ample, a pꝛouscation to repentance, At 
his death, as the fozeſapd hiſto2y witneſs 
ſeth, when he was burned in Smithfield, 
and the flames of fire dyd flye about hys 
eares, his laſt ſpcech publikly noted and 
heard was this: Repent England. Thus 
was 9ur Bradford a Pzeacher and an ers 
ample of that repentance which he dyd 
pꝛeach. Ionas pzeached to Nintue repens 
 kance, and al Niniue, the King,P2inces, 
people, old and pong repented , To Eng⸗ 
land Bradford dyd pzeache and yet voth 
p2each repentance , and ſurely England 
bath now much moze cauſe to repent, 
then it had when Bradford lyued & pꝛea⸗ 
ched repentance . Foz all ſtates & ſoztes 
of perſons in England are now moze 
£co2rupt then they were then. 

Let therefoze now Bradfordes ſermon, 
his lyfe, his death moue thee D England, 
to repent at thy peryll, J wich + warne, 
that as in Nintue ſo in England, all from 
the highett to tbe loweſt do vufainedly 
,  Fepent: They which are of the Court, 

they which ars of the Church, they which 
' are 
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are of the Citie , they which are of the 
cuntrep, Pꝛinces, Pzelates,and people: 
let all and euery one repent and depart 
from that eupll which he hath in hand, 
and turne wholy to the Lozd , And Jdo 
humbly beſech thy Batefty, oh glozious . 
Lo2d Jeſus , which diddeft come to bleſſs 
Aſraell, turning euery one of them from 
their ſynnes, to wozke now by thy ſpirite 
in our hartes the ſame ſound repentance :
